PORT TAMPA, Fin., March S7. — The 


Plant steamship arrived last night from 
Havana with a fair number of passen- 
gers, among whom was a large patent 
block manufacturer, who has been to 
Cuba prospecting 1'or lignum vitie. He 
had introductory letters to two promi- 
nent G'nbaui near Piuas del Bio, in the 
Venta Abajo district, but upon arrival 
at his destination found one of them in 
prison and the other a fugitive with a 
price upon liis head, both of them hav- 
ing been in several skirmishes a few 
weeks before. He says there are now a 
number of insurgent bauds in thti moun- 
tains to northward of Pinos del Hio. 
San Antonio, which is about 25 miles 
southwest of Havana, is constantly pa- 
trolled, the Spaniards being ui dread of 
the insurgent bauds that are rising in 
that vicinity. 


There is a fraternity among Cubans 


who will not talk rnneh, but seem to 
mean business. -. Business is practically 
dead, and all news is suppressed.

To him they appeared to 
be well drilled, but he states that those 
who drill near the Passaje hotel every 
morning aro farmers aud know nothing 
of handling arms. Tho troops ore on 
their mettlo aud guard all parts of the 
city. The whole island is practically 
nuder martial law. 
There is more in 


the movement than the Spaniards will 
admit. They turn asido by saying that 
a few hundred negroes: are making a 
row in the eastern department. 


Another man who was a passenger on 


the Mexico, plying between Santiago 
and Savannah, via Cape Maysi, on a 
recent trip, stated that at Guatemala 
they waited two days for the Alphonso 
H and from her took 2,000 troops to 
Santiago. Ho reports them all young 
men of good physique. An American 
surgeon was among the passengers. 
While on the island he visited the hos- 
pital at Clenfuegos and saw over 300 
wounded Spaniards . He stated there 
were a number at private houses, which 
had been temporarily converted into 
hospitals.

The boat method to obtain early flow 
*n in northern localities i> to sow the 
nod of tender and halt burdy species in 
pot* and keep in greeuiiouBe 01 window 
until the soil il warm enough (or out- 
door planting, when the aeodhug may 
be transplanted Seeds ma; be iovm in 
patohoi among the border plants in 
rows or gronpa where they are to remain 
or in a nursery bed and afterward 
transplanted. Aa a general rule, the 
surface soil should be rather dry than 
otherwise at the time of sowing 
Tho 


operation most not be undertaken when 
the ground 13 very wet, especially at an 
early period of spring. 


The depth at which seeds should be 


town will vary with their size. Large 
soeda, anon as Lnpms, Marvel of Pern 
or tweet peas, should be sown about 
half an inch deep, medium size seeds, 
each as balsams, convolvulus or thnn- 
bergia, about a qnarter of an inch deep, 
while finch as are very small require to 
be sown on the actual surface, a light 
preasnro being then sufficient to imbed 
them to a proper depth. In the absence. 
of rain, water the seeds occasionally 
from a watering pot with a very fine 
rose spray 


As soon aa the seedlings are an inch 


high they may bo transplanted to differ 
eut parts of the garden. Remove the 
plants carefully with a small garden 
trowel, retaining aa much of the soil to 
the roots as possible 
Place the largo 


growing kinds in the rear and the small 
In front Above all things avoid crowd- 
ing them 
Transplanting snould, if 


possible, be performed in olondy weath 
eror toward evening, and uulusa the 
soil is wet the seedlings should be slight- 
ly watered to settle the soil about the 
roots, shading them for a day or two 
afterward if necessary 


The trouble of transplanting may be 


avoided by adopting the method of BOW 
tug the ieocl suggested in Bridgoiuan's 
Annual Quida. Take a package of, say, 
30 varieties and number the bi> 's from 
1 to 20, then BOW a small circle from 
each bag in the order in which they are 
numbered, and insert a short stick m 
the center of each circle as a mark By 
this method the 20 varieties arc distrib- 
uted along the border in succession, and 
as each bag will be samcient for about 
three cirolop, or three assortments of 20 
varieties each, they may be sown m 
three different aspects of the garden, 
which will not only give the various 
flowers the best possible chance with re 
gard to exposure, bnt show the varieties 
to the best possible advantage. By pre 
serving the bags the mere novice by 
referring to the name and number on 
each will become acquainted with the 
different varieties from the order m 
which they stand in the garden As the 
plants advance in growth, frequent 
weeding and hoeing will bo necessary, 
as well for tho sake of neatness as to 
itimulato their growth 
Tio the tall 


growing kind to uoat rods or sticks and 
tram the vinos or climbers on trellises, 
itrings or polea 


The Carolina Poplar. 


An authority on such matters calls 


the Carolina poplar a very useful tree 
for avcnnes, streets and screens. Its dis 
tinguishing characteristics are ripid, 
luxuriant giowth and large, handsome 
foliage. It thriven m almost any soil 
and is admirably fctntotl to plant where 
quick results or immediate effects are 
denired 
It onn be planted alternately 


with the elm or maple to produce im 
mediate effect, the poplar to bo removed 
when the elm or maple attains size 
For protection and shelter it is extreme 
ly valuable. For tho biding of uuaight 
ly buildings it can be employed very 
satisfactorily 
Tho tree is healthy and 


hardy and without disease of any kind.

of S*venty-iix, Fane* to Her Eter 
nal Home. 


The subject of this sketch, Mrs. 


Mary Fisher, was born la Hopeweli 
township, Perry county, O., the 
daughter of Jacob and Elizabeth 
Mechllng. She was married to Ellas 
Swlnehart June 22, 1837. To this 
union there were bora five children, 
tlrrre of whom, are living. She be- 
came a widow, May 13, 184(1. Her 
second husband was Jacob Fisher, to 
whom she waa married October 23, 
1S51. 
lu the same year they moved 


to Allen county, settling in Jackson 
township. By this marriage she be- 
came the mother of a son and daugh- 
ter, both of whom survive her. 


She became a widow the second 


time, October 22, 1808, and con- 
tinued to reside on the old homestead 
till her death, which occurred March 
19, 1995, being aged 
7U years, 5 


months and 12 days. 


She leaves five children, four step- 


children, eleven grand children, two 
great-grand-children 
and 
many 


friends to mourn her death. 


In her religious and social life she 


was a noble woman. Baptized in in- 
fancy sue wae received into full com- 
munion in the Evangelical Lutheran 
church by the rite of confirmation 
June 10, 1838; acd she remained a 
faithful and devoted member of this 
church all her life. In her home she 
was ever the true Christian, a loving 
wife and mother, performing her 
duties to her husbands and children 
in the noble Christian spirit by which 
she was so characterized. Coming 
into a home where there were already 
seven children, she proved a mother 
to* the. motherless, conscientiously 
looking after their best interests. In 
her neighborhood the aflllcted and 
needy found in her a warm-hearted 
friend and sympathizer.

Mr, McVey, together with oth- 


er members of the paving committee 
Is now endeavoring to get the work 
of renewing the natural and artificial 
gas pipes also started at once 


Mr McYey Is of the opinion that 


the service pipes running from the 
curbs Into tbe buildings, which are 
put In by the 
property 
owners, 


should aim be renewed before the 
paving Is done, because most of the 
pipes nnw In use will give out within 
a year or two and then either tbe 
stone sidewalks inside the curb or
